Governor  Michael  Dukakis 
this  week  announced 
“cherry  sheet”  figures  for 
state  aid  to  cities  and  towns, 
and  told  local  officials  that 
“as  much  increased  state  aid 
as  possible  must  be  passed, 
on  to  property  taxpayers  in 
the  form  of  lower  rates.”  He 
added  that  the  state  will 
“closely  scrutinize’’ 
proposed  city  and  town 
property  tax  rates  before 
approving  them.  (See  over) 

State  aid  to  localities  rose 
by  $331.9  million  this  year,  as 
Massachusetts  undertook  a 
comprehensive  reform  of  aid 
to  education  and  transferred 
the  cost  of  the  county  court 
system  from  the  cities  and 
towns  to  the  state.  The 
“Cherry  Sheets,”  which 
detail  for  each  community 
the  total  of  receipts  from  the 
state,  show  an  increase  of 
$177.2  million  for  fiscal  1979. 
In  addition,  communities 
will  receive  $80  million  for 
court  costs,  $51.9  million  for 
regional  school  aid,  and  $22.8 
million  for  locally  related 
programs  in  the  General 
Fund. 

“It  is  the  clear  intention  of 
the  budget  language  that 
these  increases  should  be 
used  to  give  property  tax 
relief,”  the  Governor  said. 
“While  not  every  community 
can  promise  a  tax  cut,  many 


of  our  cities  with  the  highest 
property  tax  rates  are 
receiving  substantial  in¬ 
creases.” 

Section  59  of  the  fiscal  1979 
budget  states  that  “in  order 
to  provide  immediate  relief 
for  the  taxpayers  of  the  cities 
and  towns,”  increases  in 
school  aid  and  court  costs 
“shall  be  available  only  to 
reduce  the  tax  levy.” 

Governor  Dukakis  pointed 
out  that  high  property  taxes 
have  been  a  problem  in 
Massachusetts  for  decades. 
“We  recognized  this  fact 
long  before  anyone  had  ever 
heard  of  Proposition  13,  and 
we  set  out  to  do  something 
about  it,”  he  continued. 
“Now  thanks  to  an  improved 
economy  and  tight  financial 
controls,  we  can  send  a 
substantial  surplus  back  to 
our  cities  and  towns.  This 
opportunity  for  property  tax 
relief  must  not  be  thrown 
away.” 

State  aid  to  Massachusetts 
cities  and  towns  will  total  an 
estimated  $1.43  billion  in 
fiscal  1979,  or  approximately 
29  percent  of  the  state’s  $4.99 
billion  budget. 

The  town  of  Agawam,  it  is 
estimated,  will  receive 
$3,081,774  for  1979,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  $1,058,525  over  1978 
receipts.

Attendance  at  last  Monday’s  Town  Council  meeting  was 
up  from  the  usual  ten  to  twelve  people.  Many  were  there  to 
voice  an  opinion  on  a  resolution  call  for  the  banning  of  dirt 
bikes  from  Robinson  State  Park. 

The  final  result  was  something  of  a  letdown  considering 
the  effort  it  took  on  the  part  of  those  concerned  to  gather 
the  strength  to  have  the  motion  passed-or  even  presented. 

The  council,  after  much  debate  sent  the  resolution  to  the 
ordinance  committee,  a  committee  composed  of  three 
councilors-one  who  doesn’t  want  the  town  to  do  what  he 
considers  to  be  the  state’s  work ;  one  who  is  to  far  removed 
from  the  problem  to  even  care  (apparently),  and  the  third 
who?  Who  presents  a  big  question  mark?  if  something

The  program  is 
expected  to  promote  com¬ 
petition  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth’s  purchasing 
process. 

Chapter  434  of 
Massachusetts  Acts  of  1976 
states  that  not  less  than  5% 
of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
all  state  purchases  to  which 
this  program  applies  will  be 
placed  into  a  special 
program  whereby  only 
certified  Massachusetts- 
based  small  businesses  will 
be  eligible  to  bid.  The 
Secretary  of  Administration 
and  Finance  will  recom¬ 
mend  purchases  which  can 
be  placed  in  the  program, 
excluding  construction  and 
purchases  of  a  monopolistic 
nature  such  as  gas,  elec¬ 
tricity,  etc.  The  lowest 
responsible  bidder  among 
the  small  businesses  will 
receive  the  award. 

Commissioner  John  D. 
Crosier  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Commerce 
and  Development,  one  of  the 
agencies  which  helped  to 
draft  and  promote  the 
original  legislation,  said, 
“Small  businesses  constitute 
a  vital  segment  of  our 
economy.  It  is  important 


that  we  recognize  their  role 
in  the  business  community 
by  proposing  legislation  such 
as  the  Small  Business 
Purchasing  Program,  that 
will  assist  them  in  competing 
with  larger  corporations.” 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for 
the  program,  a  business 
must  be  independently 
owned  and  operated,  and 
have  its  principle  place  of 
business  in  Massachusetts. 
It  may  not  be  dominant  in  its 
field,  or  a  corporation  which 
is  a  member  of  a  group  of 
affiliated  corporations,  and 
must  meet  employment  and 
gross  receipts  requirements. 

Original  legislation  for 
Chapter  434  was  filed  by  Sen. 
Bill  Owen  (D-Boston);  Rep. 
Richard  Demers  (D- 
Chicopee) ;  Rep.  David 
Swartz  (D-Haverhill) ;  and 
Rep.  Bruce  Wetherbee  (D- 
Pepperell). 

Other  legislators  active  in 
support  of  the  measure  were 
Sen.  Alan  Sisitsky  (D- 
Springfield) ;  Sen.  James 
Kelly  (D-Oxford);  Rep. 
Kevin  Burke  (D-Beverly); 
Rep.  Robert  Buell  (R- 
Oxford) ;  and  Rep.  Paul 
Goulston  (D-Stoughton). 

Persons  from  several 
other  governmental  agen¬ 
cies,  private  institutions,  and 
non-profit  organizations 
participated  in  the  drafting 
and  promoting  of  the 
legislation.  The

Hunter  safety  classes  are 
being  scheduled  now  by  the 
Division  of  Law  En¬ 
forcement.  If  you  are  bet¬ 
ween  the  ages  of  15  and  17 
inclusive,  you  must  pass  a 
hunter  safety  course  before 
you  can  purchase  your  first 
hunting  license  that  will 
allow  you  to  hunt  without 
adult  supervision.  If  you  wait 
too  long  before  filing  an 
application  for  the  course 
you  could  wind  up  being 
disappointed.  The  classes  in 
October  are  filled  to  capacity 
and  it’s  almost  impossible  to 
fit  everyone  into  a  schedule. 
File  in  August.  This  would 
allow  scheduling, 
notification  and  a  certificate 
of  competency  to  handle 
firearms  in  the  hands  of  the 
sportsman  or  sportswoman 
before  the  gunning  seasons 
get  underway.

just  south  of  the  Mass. 
Turnpike.  Public  testimony 
or  written  comment  prior  to 
the  hearing  is  cordially  in¬ 
vited. 

Vermont’s  1978  hunting 
season  for  black  bear  will 
be  the  same  as  it  was  last 
year. 

The  Fish  &  Game  Board 
recently  reviewed  the  season 
dates  and  heard  recom 
mendations  from  wildlife 
biologist  Charles  Willey.  As 
a  result,  the  Board  decided 
to  leave  the  standing  bear 
regulation  unchanged. 

Bear  season  will  begin 
Sept.  15  and  continue 
through  the  ninth  day  of  deer 
season,  November  19  this 
year. 

A  couple  of  reminders  --  a 
permit  from  the  Fish  & 
Game  Department  is  needed 
to  hunt  bear  with  dogs,  and 
bear  may  not  be  taken  over 
bait  of  any  kind. 

The  regular  deep-season 
will  open  Nov.  11  and  run 
through  Nov.  26.  The  bow 
and  arrow  season  only  will 
start  Oct.  14  and  end  Oct.  29. 
The  turkey  fall  season 
commences  Oct  21  and  ends 
Nov.  5.  The  bow  hunter  will 
get  in  8  days  of  turkey- 
hunting  while  hunting  deer 
this  year.  A  reminder,  you 
can  take  a  deer  with  the  bow- 
in  Vermont  and  one  during 
the  regular  hunting  season. 
New  Hampshire  offers  the 
same  deal  to  the  hunter.

plants  through  the  neck  of  a 
bottle,  remove  most  of  the 
soil  from  the  roots  first,  slide 
the  plant  through  the  neck 
roots  first  and  settle  it  into 
one  of  the  holes.  Gently 
arrange  the  roots  and  cover 
them  with  soil.  Continue  this 
way  until  your  landscape  is 
complete.  Now  the  time  has 
come  to  water.  Remember 
that  the  amount  of  water 
needed  will  be  small.  A 
teaspoon  full  or  so  for  each 
plant  should  do  the  job.  If  the 
amount  of  soil  used  is  large, 
increase  the  amount  of  water 
accordingly.  Ways  to  direct 
the  water  onto  the  roots  of 
the  plants  will  depend  on 
materials  you  have  at  hand. 
A  long  turkey  baster  of 
plastic  straw  can  be  used  to 
direct  the  water.  A  small 
watering  can  with  a  tiny 
neck  will  also  work. 
Whatever  method  you  end  up 
using,  please  try  hard  to 
avoid  the  mistake  of  over¬ 
watering.  If  you  do  over¬ 
water,  the  end  result  will  be 
soggy  masterpiece!  A 
terrarium  should  never  be 
kept  in  direct  sunlight.  A 
North  window  or  a  position 
near  a  window  would  be  a 
good  spot.  Some  plants  that 
are  good  for  terrarium  use 
could  be  begonias, 
bromeliads,  ivy,  pilea, 
peperomia,  ferns,  baby’s 
tears,  many  types  of  herbs, 
and  philodendron.  There  are 
many  more  that  can  be  used. 
Good  luck!

The  steps  to  take  when 
planting  a  terrarium  are 
simple.  Follow  these 
directions  and  you  can 
create  your  own  master¬ 
piece!  Assemble  the 
following  materials  first:  a 
suitable  container,  good 
potting  or  terrarium  soil, 
gravel,  pebbles,  or  wood 
chips,  charcoal  (found  at  pet 
stores  or  garden  centers) ,  a 
kitchen  funnel  or  small 
garden  funnel,  a  long  knit¬ 
ting  needle,  and  terrarium 
plants  of  your  choice. 

The  first  layer  at  the 
bottom  of  the  container 
needs  to  be  a  material  for 
collecting  excess  moisture. 
Use  the  gravel  or  pebbles  for 
this.  A  funnel  can  be  used 
when  planting  a  bottle  to 
help  keep  the  sides  clean. 
Use  it  to  direct  the  flow  of  the 
ingredients.  Next  add  a  thin 
layer  of  charcoal.  This  helps 
to  keep  the  terrarium 
from  smelling  like  a  dirty 
pond.  Add  the  soil  next  being 
careful  to  keep  it  away  from 
the  sides  as  best  you  can. 
The  soil  can  be  moved' 
around  after  it  gets  into  the 
container  with  the  long 
knitting  needle,  if  need  be. 
Small  holes  can  be  made  for 
the  plants  with  the  needle 
next.  Try  to  decide  more  or 
less  how  you  will  arrange  the 
plants  before  you  begin  to 
plant  into  the  container.  If 
you  plan  to  use  rocks  or  wood 
chips  for  decoration,  put 
theses  into  a  bottle  first, 
before  the  plants,  and  just 
slide  them  around  until  you 
are  ready  to  put  them  in 
their  final  position.  To  fit
